BRITISH UNIONS,PLAN A COMBINE 


A eablegram from London to the Chicago Tribune announces 
that three big unions consisting of the miners, railway men and trans- 
port workers have’ decided to combine. The membership of these 
three unions aggregates 1,350,000. 

= The agreement which is entered into provides among other 
things that in the event of one section in: the eombine going out on 
‘strike, the other will support it, and all wage and other demands will 
be presented simultaneously. 

These unions have been trying io effect a combine for consider- 
able length of time. That they have sueceeded forms one of the 
most startling pieces of news that has come across the water in many 

_ a day. Such an organization is well-nigh all powerful because in 
the event of.a strike, this new union could completely tie up the trade 
and:all commerce of the greatest commercial nations of the world. 
It ‘has taken the working class a long time to learn the lesson of co- 
operation but it is coming now, rapidly. 

If these unions will now learn to vote as solidly as they are pre- 

- ‘pared to strike they can fill the Parliament of England with represen- 
tatives of the working class and thus back up on the political field 
the struggle on the economic field. 

Success of such a combine in England will soon have itst effect in 
America. All signs of the times: point to a speedy amalgamation of 
all American workers engaged in mining. The railwaymen are get- 
ting together in federations and when the railway men have aceom- 

. plished a federation of railway employes the next step will be to im- 
itate our British brothers and federate the miners, the railway work- 
men and the seamen. Such an ‘organization in this country would 

, number 3,000,000 men and would at once be so powerful as to sweep 
all oposition aside. 

,Political action would inevitably follow and result in the election 
of many officials.

‘HEALTH ITEMS . 


(From Richmond. Department of 
", Health.) 


Regarding milk: It is true that 


the most dangerous dirt is unseen; 
that ig, it cannot be seen with the 
naked eye. And especially is this 
true in milk. In order to have clean 
‘milk, there must be care and watch- 


fulness all along the line from the 


cow on the dairy farm clear into the 
city homes, where the babies are to 
be either helped or harmed, accord- 
ing as the milk they get is clean or 
dirty. Milk is: easily spotled. It 
absorbs filth and impurities when 
exposed to the open air. It must be 
kept cool and always covered. When 
intended for babies, omy enough for 
one feeding should be taken from 
the battle at one time and the bottle 
should at once be capped or covered 
lightly and placed where it will keep 
cool. Care should be taken, too, that 
the vessel that is used for prepar- 
ing the baby’s milk t' clean. By this 
we mean that it. should have been 
eleansed with boiling water to make 
sure that it contains nothing that 
might spoil the milk. 

Hot weather spoils the milk and 


spoiled milk kills the babies. Be- 
ware of spoiled milk. 
Beware of the unmuzzled dog. 


Also if your neighborhood is overrun 
with homeless, ownerless, uncared 
for dogs, ask the police department 
to have the poundman call around 
and pick them up. 

If manure breeds flies and flies 
kill babies, what does the man do 
who maintains the manure pile on 
his premises? What’s the answer? 

If you know of any unsanitary 
conditions, or have any  com- 
to make, call the health office, 302, 
and we will give it our immediate 
attention’ ‘“‘That’s our business.”

fall on the tributory watersheds. 
Where the territory under consid- 
eration is a vast valley like the San 
Joaquin with artesian water, those 
watersheds are high in the Sierras, 
and computations of their yield are 
rendered extremely difficult and-un- 
certain: 

Where the watersheds are com- 
paratively small, however, as in the 
case of Richmond, and where the 
water bearing gravels are compara- 
tively near the surface, it is possible 
to predict the yield with a fair de- 
gree of acuracy. . , 

The extent of the watershed is a 
matter of common knowledge where 
fairly good maps may be had.’ The 
average seasonal rainfall can be ob- 
tained from any government station. 
It is a simple piece of arithmetic to 
compute how much water falls on 
this drainage area during the aver- 
age season. : 

From experience and study of 
measurements in other localities, one 
can make a pretty close estimate of 
the proportion of this water that will 
run off. Of course a part of this is 
on the surface and is lost. 

Some' seeps into the gravels, form- 
ing the source of the underground 
water from which our wells are fed. 
It must be elear that there is a defin- 
dte limit to the water that can run 
in, and so must the rate at which 
it can be drawn out be limited. 

The water directors have had care- 
ful studies made of possible under- 
ground sources and they have found: 

1. That many of the wells are 
being drawn beyond their capacity to 
deliver good water. 

2. That the ultimate yiel! pos- 
sible from ground water in the dis- 
trict is little if any in excess of the 
present demand. 

3. That if Righmond is to con- 
tinue to grow, or even to hold her 
own, a larger supply and one capable 
of further enlargement must be 
brought in at once. 

4. That. filtered water from the 
Sacramento river is the only avail- 
able source, sufficient in quantity, 
acceptible In quality and within the 
means of the district. ’

JOKER IN LAW IS 
FOUND IN CHARTER 
OF CITY RAILWAY 
4 

The only civil service employes of 
San Francisco who can be removed 
or discharged without a hearnig be- 
fore the Civil Service Commission are 
the employes of the Municipal Street 
Railway. 

This fact has been brought to light 
by the Street Railway Employes’ Un- 
ion, which has discovered what is 
claimed to be a joker in a charter 
amendment adopted on December 
10, 1912, ratified by the Legislature 
on March 28, 1913. 

‘This amendment denies the right 
of persons employed in the operating 
department of any public utility, whc 
have been removed or discharged for 
cause, to appeal their case to tke 
Civil Service Commission—a right 
which is guaranteed, 
charter amendment, to all other civil 
service employes. 

Claiming that such discrimination 
is unjust and a violation of the spirit 
of civil service laws, the Street Rail- 
way Employes’ Union is seeking to 
have this provision ‘repealed at the 
general election in November. The 
matter is now pending in: the San 
.Franciseo Labor Council, and has 
brought tothe attention of Governor
